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The  Auction  Venue 


The  Washington  Hotel  is  located  at  5  Curzon 
Street,  in  the  heart  of  London's  Mayfair,  two 
minutes  walk  from  DNW's  offices. 

The  auction  takes  place  in  the  hotel's 
Richmond  Suite  on  the  lower  ground  floor, 
access  to  which  is  via  a  short  flight  of  stairs 
leading  from  the  hotel  restaurant. 

The  hotel  is  a  3-minute  walk  from  the  nearest 
Underground  station,  Green  Park  (  Piccadilly 
Jubilee  and  Victoria  Lines,  with  links  directly 
to  Euston,  King's  Cross,  Victoria  [for  Gatwick 
Airport]  and  Waterloo  stations).  It  is  a  40- 
minute  direct  journey  from  Heathrow  Airport. 

Numerous  buses  stop  at  Green  Park  station. 
There  is  limited  meter  parking  in  Curzon 
Street  and  nearby  streets. 


Welcome  to  Auction  75,  which  this  year  is  the  first  of  the  two  official  2007  COINEX  auctions  that 
DNW  are  pleased  to  be  staging  in  the  two  days  prior  to  this  year's  International  show.  This 
catalogue  of  1,362  lots  brings  together  a  wide  range  of  British,  Italian  and  world  coins  to  suit 
every  pocket  and  taste,  while  on  Thursday  we  shall  be  offering  989  lots  of  ancient  and  early  medieval  coins, 
including  one  or  two  spectacular  rarities,  as  well  as  some  numismatic  books. 

The  first  107  lots  are  devoted  to  an  important  group  of  silver  coins  of  Charles  I  from  an  old  private 
collection,  unseen  by  any  present-day  students  of  the  series  until  now.  I  lalfcrowns  and  shillings  from  the 
Tower  mint  make  up  the  bulk  of  the  offering,  including  no  less  than  two  lightweight  halfcrowns  struck  in  the 
autumn  of  1626  (lots  5-6),  a  number  of  fine  work  shillings  and  two  patterns,  one  of  which  is  illustrated  on  the 
front  cover  (lot  58).  Among  the  Civil  War  issues  is  a  Carlisle  shilling  (lot  97),  three  Chester  halfcrowns  (lots  89- 
91)  and  arguably  the  most  attractive  and  broadly  comprehensive  group  of  coins  of  Newark  and  Pontefract  to 
have  come  onto  the  market  for  many  years  (lots  98-107). 

Next  under  the  hammer  are  British  silver  coins  from  the  collection  of  Ernest  Danson,  who  sold  a 
tranche  of  his  collection  through  DNW  in  December  2005.  Most  of  the  coins  here  are  unremarkable,  but  what 
distinguishes  them  is  that  they  were  almost  all  collected  before  1950  and,  like  the  Charles  I  pieces  described 
above,  have  most  attractive  cabinet  toning  -  a  feature  sadly  absent  from  so  many  coins  on  the  market  today. 

Over  25  lots  are  devoted  to  a  collection  of  crowns,  the  property  of  a  Cumbrian  lady.  Of  special  merit 
here  is  a  William  IV  (lot  1 67),  a  George  IV  proof  of  1821  (lot  1 66)  and  an  attractive  Cromwell  (lot  1 54).  In  the 
hammered  series,  a  recently-found  portrait  penny  of  Offa  (lot  177),  two  rare  Viking  round  halfpence  (lots  182 
and  1 84)  and  no  less  than  two  flag-type  pennies  of  Stephen  (lots  205-6)  share  the  stage  with  an  Elizabeth  I  fine 
sovereign  (lot  272),  a  most  attractive  gold  unite  of  1660  (lot  326)  and  a  good  run  of  the  contemporary  silver 
(lots  327-349),  mostly  from  one  private  collection. 

There  are  several  major  rarities  in  the  British  milled  series,  of  which  the  most  valuable  is  a  piedfort 
George  IV  five-pounds  of  1826  with  a  plain  edge  (lot  491),  boasting  a  lengthy  pedigree  almost  back  to  the 
time  it  was  struck.  Other  exotica  include  a  George  II  proof  two-guineas,  1733  (lot  411),  George  III  pattern 
guineas  of  1787  and  1813  (lots  433  and  439),  a  pattern  two-pounds  of  1820  (lot  477)  and  a  restrike  pattern 
halfpenny  of  1790  in  gold  (lot  458).  From  the  same  era  is  a  pattern  'Three  Graces'  crown  in  lead  which  had 
remained  in  the  hands  of  the  Wyon  family  until  the  1960s  (lot  482),  while  earlier  coins  of  merit  are  an 
exceptional  Charles  II  crown  of  1679  (lot  359)  and  five-guineas  of  1 693  and  1  701  (lots  384  and  393). 

The  day's  third  session  commences  with  a  broad  range  of  Italian  coins.  Elere  you'll  find  a  very  rare  8th 
century  denaro  of  Charlemagne  from  Milan  (lot  728),  an  exceptionally  rare  1 1th  century  tari  of  Salerno  under 
Gisulfo  II  (lot  778),  a  Venetian  ducat  of  Michele  Morosini,  doge  for  less  than  four  months  in  1 382  (lot  804)  and 
an  attractive  doppio  of  the  15th  century  Bolognese  ruler  Bentivoglio  Conservatori  (lot  715).  The  better  World 
coins  are  condensed  into  200  lots  and  feature  an  example  of  the  famed  South  African  gold  threepence  or 
'Sammy  Marks  tickey'  (lot  974),  an  Australian  half-sovereign  of  1858  in  virtually  mint  state  (lot  853),  a 
Japanese  oban  of  the  Manen  period  (lot  915)  and  a  Spanish  Netherlands  piedfort  Philipsdaalder  illustrated  in 
the  standard  work  (lot  1004).  Last,  but  certainly  not  least,  is  an  attractively  toned  USA  dollar,  1795,  from  an 
old  Northern  Ireland  collection  (lot  1021)  -  another  example  of  what  silver  coins  should  really  look  like...

The  use  of  mm.  lis  is  somewhat  enigmatic  since  it  was  otherwise  used  only  for  the  coinage  of  1 625  when  the  ruff  was  still  in  fashion.  Of  the  other 
patterns  in  the  small  series  in  high  relief  attributed  to  Vanderdort,  this  most  resembles  the  five  unites  bearing  mm.  rose  (the  Juxon  Medal).  In  the 
cataloguer's  opinion,  this  unite  was  probably  produced  c.  1632-3  and  the  lis  mark  possibly  contemplated  for  re-use  with  the  coinage  of  group  D  but 
vetoed  (the  thistle,  lis,  rose  and  trefoil  marks  had  all  been  used  twice  during  the  previous  reign).  The  attribution  to  Vanderdort  rests  with  the 
documentary  evidence  referring  to  patterns  for  five,  three  and  one  pound  pieces  in  high  relief.  An  early  stipulation  of  Nicholas  Briot's  appointment  was 
that  he  was  not  permitted  to  engrave  the  royal  arms,  but  this  restriction  was  clearly  lilted  as  evidenced  by  his  pattern  unites  of  1630  which  were  struck 
in  low  relief  (N  2659-62)

On  14  August  1626  the  Mint  was  instructed  to  reduce  the  standard  weight  of  the  coins  (SCBI  Brooker  p.xxv).  The  light  coinage  was  discontinued  on  8 
November  1626  and,  until  comparatively  recently,  only  shillings  were  believed  to  have  been  struck.  However,  a  small  canon  of  lightweight 
halfcrowns  is  also  known  (Spink  Standard  Catalogue,  p.267),  to  which  this  and  the  following  lot  belong

The  trials  in  this  lot  were  among  the  actual  pieces  circulated  at  meetings  of  the  Decimal  Currency  Committee  by  Sir  Jack  James,  CB  (1 906-80),  Deputy 
Master  of  the  Mint,  in  order  to  aid  discussion  of  possible  options.  Following  the  publication  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  the  pieces  were  retained  by 
John  Rimington,  the  Committee's  assistant  secretary,  until  being  placed  on  the  open  market  in  November  1997.  Only  two  other  sets  with  comparable 
status  exist  in  private  hands.

Please  include  your  name,  account  number  and  invoice  number  with  the 
instructions  to  the  bank. 

Alternative  methods  of  payment  which  will  enable  immediate  clearance  of 
purchases  include  cash,  bankers  drafts,  credit  cards  (Master  Card,  Visa  and 
American  Express)  and  debit  cards.  Although  personal  and  company  cheques 
are  accepted,  buyers  are  advised  that  property  will  not  be  released  until  such 
cheques  have  cleared.

(a)  to  proceed  against  the  buyer  for  damages  for  breach  of  contract. 

(b)  to  rescind  the  sale  of  that  or  any  other  lots  sold  to  the  defaulting  buyer  at 
the  same  or  any  other  auction.

No  warranty 
whatever  is  given  by  Dix  Noonan  Webb,  its  servants  or  agents,  or  any  seller 
to  any  buyer  in  respect  of  any  lot  and  any  express  or  implied  conditions  or 
warranties  are  hereby  excluded. 

(b)  Any  lot  which  proves  to  be  a  'deliberate  forgery'  may  be  returned  by  the 
buyer  to  Dix  Noonan  Webb  within  15  days  of  the  date  of  the  auction  in  the 


same  condition  in  which  it  was  at  the  time  of  the  auction,  accompanied  by 
a  statement  of  defects,  the  number  of  the  lot,  and  the  date  of  the  auction  at 
which  it  was  purchased.

(i)  the  description  in  the  catalogue  at  the  date  of  the.sale  was  in  accordance 
with  the  then  generally  accepted  opinion  of  scholars  and  experts  or  fairly 
indicated  that  there  was  a  conflict  of  such  opinion;  or 

(ii)  the  only  method  of  establishing  at  the  date  of  publication  of  the  catalogue 
that  the  lot  was  a  'deliberate  forgery'  was  by  means  of  scientific  processes  not 
generally  accepted  for  use  until  after  publication  of  the  catalogue  or  a 
process  which  was  unreasonably  expensive  or  impractical. 

(c)  A  buyer's  claim  under  this  Condition  shall  be  limited  to  any  amount  paid 
in  respect  of  the  lot  and  shall  not  extend  to  any  loss  or  damage  suffered  or 
expense  incurred  by  him  or  her. 

(d)  The  benefit  of  the  Condition  shall  not  be  assignable  and  shall  rest  solely 
and  exclusively  in  the  buyer  who,  for  the  purpose  of  this  condition,  shall  be 
and  only  be  the  person  to  whom  the  original  invoice  is  made  out  by  Dix 
Noonan  Webb  in  respect  of  the  lot  sold.

13  Warranty  of  title  and  availability 

The  seller  warrants  to  Dix  Noonan  Webb  and  to  the  buyer  that  he  or  she  is 
the  true  owner  of  the  property  or  is  properly  authorised  to  sell  the  property 
by  the  true  owner  and  is  able  to  transfer  good  and  marketable  title  to  the 
property  free  from  any  third  party  claims.  The  seller  will  indemnify  Dix 
Noonan  Webb,  its  servants  and  agents  and  the  buyer  against  any  loss  or 
damage  suffered  by  either  in  consequence  or  any  breach  on  the  part  of  the 
seller. 

1 4  Reserves 

The  seller  shall  be  entitled  to  place  prior  to  the  auction  a  reserve  on  any 
single  item  lot  which  has  a  minimum  value  of  £100,  being  the  minimum 
'hammer  price'  at  which  that  lot  may  be  treated  as  sold.  A  reserve  once 
placed  by  the  seller  shall  not  be  changed  without  the  consent  of  Dix  Noonan 
Webb.

24  Dix  Noonan  Webb  sells  as  agent  for  the  seller  (except  where  it  is  stated 
wholly  or  partly  to  own  any  lot  as  principal)  and  as  such  is  not  responsible  for 
any  default  by  seller  or  buyer. 

25  Any  representation  or  statement  by  Dix  Noonan  Webb,  in  any  catalogue 
as  to  authorship,  attribution,  genuineness,  origin,  date,  age,  provenance, 
condition  or  estimated  selling  price  is  a  statement  of  opinion  only.  Every 
person  interested  should  exercise  and  rely  on  his  or  her  own  judgement  as  to 
such  matters  and  neither  Dix  Noonan  Webb  nor  its  servants  or  agents  are 
responsible  for  the  correctness  of  such  opinions. 

26  Whilst  the  interests  of  prospective  buyers  are  best  served  by  attendance  at 
the  auction,  Dix  Noonan  Webb  will,  if  so  instructed,  execute  bids  on  their 
behalf.  Neither  Dix  Noonan  Webb  nor  its  servants  or  agents  are  responsible 
for  any  neglect  or  default  in  doing  so  or  for  failing  to  do  so. 

27  Dix  Noonan  Webb  shall  have  the  right,  at  its  discretion,  to  refuse  admission 
to  its  premises  or  attendance  at  its  auctions  by  any  person. 

28  Dix  Noonan  Webb  has  absolute  discretion  without  giving  any  reason  to 
refuse  any  bid,  to  divide  any  lot,  to  combine  any  two  or  more  lots,  to  withdraw 
any  lot  from  the  auction  and  in  case  of  dispute  to  put  up  any  lot  for  auction 
again.

30  Any  notice  by  Dix  Noonan  Webb  to  a  seller,  consignor,  prospective  bidder 
or  buyer  may  be  given  by  first  class  mail  or  airmail  and  if  so  given  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  duly  received  by  the  addressee  48  hours  after  posting. 


31  These  Conditions  shall  be  governed  by  and  construed  in  accordance  with 
English  law.  All  transactions  to  which  these  Conditions  apply  and  all  matters 
connected  therewith  shall  also  be  governed  by  English  law.  Dix  Noonan 
Webb  hereby  submits  to  the  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  the  English  courts  and  all 
other  parties  concerned  hereby  submit  to  the  non-exclusive  jurisdiction  of  the 
English  courts. 

32  In  these  Conditions: 

(a)  'catalogue'  includes  any  advertisement,  brochure,  estimate,  price  list  or 
other  publication; 

(b)  'hammer  price'  means  the  price  at  which  a  lot  is  knocked  down  by  the 
auctioneer  to  the  buyer; 

(c)  'total  amount  due'  means  the  'hammer  price'  in  respect  of  the  lot  sold 
together  with  any  premium,  Value  Added  Tax  chargeable  and  additional 
charges  and  expenses  due  from  a  defaulting  buyer  in  pounds  sterling;
